He states that on the nifiit of 12-3-63 between 8:30 and 9:00 Hi that 
an unknown man (sounded like a young man's voice) called him at home, and 
started off by asking, "What' s the name of the Chinaman that strong armed 
the Actor's Guild?" hr. Clark asked who it was calling, and the man refused 
to give his name. 

He said that Ruby and the Chinaman was real close, and the Chinaman was 
a Communist and at one time the Chinaman gave Ruby a suit case full of money, 
but would not say wheie this took place. He said that the Chinaman kept a 
hot trail between Dallas and New Orleans. Mr. Clark says he does not know 
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who this man could be, but that his phene is non list. H e asked if he had 
contacted the Police, or F. B. I., and he said No. 

Det. Leavelle received a call from an unknown woman who identified 
herself as a strirper, and said that she heard that Oswald was connected 
with a man by the name of Lee.
